Your Voice Welcomed 
By City In Zoning 


Many property owners do not like to have 
the city council “tell them” how to use their 
property. In general, most people recognize 
the value of city planning and zoning—until 
it affects them personally. 

The proposed zoning proposal, when adopt- 
ed will affect every parcel of land and every 
land owner. And what shall be done about it? 

Shall the city give up now and let prospec- 
tive home builders erect houses on lots of any 
size and any place they want to. Or, shall the 
city councilmen continue in the role of planners 
and outline a program for future development? 

It can be fairly safely stated the city council 
is going to continue in its program of planning 
and not turn the city’s future development over 
to the whims and fancies of any promoter or 
profit-minded developer. 

Some critics may say the councilmen are 
in the role of ‘dictators’ who autocratically are 
telling certain poultrymen they can do no more 
expanding and telling certain owners of citrus 
property they can sell their property for res- 
idential development only if large lots are 
planned. 

The councilmen will have to take any title 
given them but the fact remains they are likely 
to pursue the course of adopting a master zon- 
ing plan. They are not in any role of a dicta- 
tor, however. They are in the role of trying to 
do what local people want. At least, each 
property owner is being invited to express his 
views and to have a voice in how Upland of 
the future should be planned. 

The zoning proposal, when adopted, will 
to a great measure, represent the combined 
wishes of all local residents. The new law may 
“hurt” some people in that it is impossible to 
consolidate all the opposing wishes into one 
compact law. An effort is being made to pro- 
vide areas where commercial! subdividers may 
erect houses on 7,500 square foot lots and 
where private individuals may also build as 
they wish on these popular-sized areas. 

An effort is being made to provide for lots 
« trifle larger in size and also for lots of 20,000 
sauare feet and of one acre in size. 

Where to draw the line for the various sized 
lots and» where to permit and where to pro- 
hibit poulfry plants is the principal issue in- 
volved. 

Always open to the public are the city 
council deliberations and tonight’s adjourned 
meeting with the city planning commission pro- 
vides another opportunity for Uplanders to be 
heard. 

There is going to be zoning in Upland. 
Your property will be affected. You have a 
right to speak and you are urged to speak. 


Public Ownership Is Refuted 
In Report On Taxes 


A publicist whose job it is to support pub- 
lic utilities is sometimes looked upon critically 
but « current release emphasizes one timely 
point. The Pacific Gas and Electric Co., accord- 
ing to his figures, paid more taxes during 1952 
than its total pay roll and more in taxes than 
all of the year’s dividends to its nearly 200,000 
stockholders. 

“For those who favor public ownership of 
utilities,” the publicist points out, “There is an 
object lesson in the breakdown of the com- 
pany’s property taxes among the 48 California 
counties in which it operates. In many of these 
counties*it pays from 20 to 63 per cent of all 
property taxes paid by all the taxpayers. If 
PG&E were a public power system, the tax- 
payers of Plumas county, for example, would 
have to make up higher individual taxes for a 
loss of nearly two-thirds of their county's total 
property tax revenues.” 

Locally, there is no issue concerning public 
ownership of the electric industrv—but the 
figures on taxes are worth studying.
